Strategists Claim 
Whole Fiscal Plan 
Is in Trouble Now 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Kennedy is stepping up his per­ 
sonal campaign for a tax cut after 
being told by top congressional 
strategists his whole fiscal pro­ 
gram is in trouble with Congress 
and the public. 
Capitol Hill sources close to the

said 
today 
the 
chances of a reduction this year— 
which Kennedy said again Mon­ 
day has the “first priority”—may 
depend on two things: 
1. Kennedy’s success in making 
the idea more popular than many 
members now believe it to be. 
A surprising number report that 
most constituents who write at all 
about the subject oppose tax re­ 
duction because they are worried 
about deficits or do not think the 
cut would amount to much for 
them. 
2. The state of the U.S. econ­ 
omy as measured by the employ­ 
ment figures published in April, 
the month when the House Ways 
and Means Committee will get 
down to writing a bill. 
Speaking Monday to an Ameri­ 
can Bankers Association symposi­ 
um, 
Kennedy 
went 
farther 
than any previous administration 
spokesman in advocating a tax 
reduction of $10 billion or more 
Junked 
He had proposed reducing rates 
enough to cut revenues $13.6 bil­ 
lion, but reworking portions of the 
internal revenue code to correct 
what he termed inequities and re­ 
store $3.4 
billion of the lost 
revenue. 
.kennedy recently has been told 
by top congressional strategists 
that the lawmakers as a whole 
have not been converted to the 
idea of cutting taxes while the 
government expects an $11.9 bil­ 
lion deficit next year—despite the 
argument that stimulated busi­ 
ness will hasten a budget balance. 
Moreover, he was told there is 
little chance of the House Ways 
and Means Committee agreeing 
on much of a tax structure change 
in time for legislation to be en­ 
acted in 1963. 
Kennedy was advised he would 
have to help win over constituents 
who have been writing anti-tax 
cut letters to their congressmen. 
He was counseed also to choose 
carefully the associates who make 
public appeals for his program. 
Kennedy’s immediate problem 
is the Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee, whose chairman, Rep. Wilbur 
D. Mills, D*Ark. is on record as 
favoring a tax cut only in con­ 
nection with tax revision.

Sales Urged 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Tight­ 
er restrictions on Sunday sale of 
food is being proposed to the 
House judiciary subcommittee to­ 
day as it plans to complete draft­ 
ing of a Sunday sales ban bill. 
The proposal would revise a pro­ 
vision, previously given tentative 
approval, seeking to make an ex­ 
ception for carryout food estab­ 
lishments. 
As approved last week, the ex­ 
emption was for “prepared food 
which ordinarily require* no fur­ 
ther preparation for human con­ 
sumption” and for “food prepared 
on the premises for consumption 
off the premises.’' 
This would have allowed sale of 
cold cuts (rf meat and canned 
fruits needing “no further prepa­ 
ration.” Sale of fresh meats is not 
included in the bill’s exemptions. 
The revision still would exempt 
“food for consumption on the 
premises w h e r e sold” (restau­ 
rants), and make a further excep­ 
tion for licensed food service oper­ 
ations, which would take in carry­ 
outs. 
The subcommittee hopes to com­ 
plete the bill this afternoon so it 
can be taken to the parent Ju­ 
diciary Committee Wednesday for 
action.

Methodist - Anglican Merger Plan Is Advanced 


NEW YORK (AP)—The newly 
advanced proposal for merger of 
Methodists and the Church of 
England in Great Britain comes 
in the midst of a worldwide effort 
to restore Christian unity. 
Church leaders have referred to 
the trend as a “new Reforma­ 
tion,” marking a reversal of the 
long series of denominational di­ 
visions. 
It has involved every branch of 
Christendom — Protestant, East­ 
ern Orthodox and Roman Catho­ 
lic—-and emerged as the dominant 
note of the first session of the 
Second Vatican Council. 


Among Protestants, more than 
50 merger negotiations are cur­ 
rently going on in 35 countries. 
This was disclosed in a recent 
survey by the Rev. Patrick C. 
Rodgers, of Geneva, Switzerland, 
executive secretary of the De­ 
partment of Faith and Order of 
the World Council of Churches. 
“There are people all over the 
world terribly anxious to attain 
a greater measure of Christian 
Community,” he said in a recent 
interview. 
In the United States, several 
merger negotiations are now go 
ing od, and several have recently 


been successfully completed. * 
One series of talks involves the 
Protestant Episcopal Church (the 
American wing of British Angli­ 
canism) 
in 
a 
consultation 
on 
church union with the Methodist 
Church and four other denomina­ 
tions. 
Initial discussions 
were 
held 
last spring. Another round of talks 
is scheduled March 17-19 in Ober­ 
lin, Ohio. 
Other denominations whose rep­ 
resentatives are taking part are 
the United Presbyterian Church, 
the Christian Churches (Disciples), 
the United Evangelical Brethren 


and the United Church of Christ. 
The United Church itself is a 
recent merger of Congregational 
Christians and the Evangelical 
and Reformed Church, the first 
union in this country to combine 
bodies of different national ori­ 
gins. 
In two years, eight branchee of 
Lutheranism have united into two 
large bodies, the Lutheran Church 
in AmeriosKand the American Lu­ 
theran Church.

State's low 
Today Was a 
Frigid -23

Ohio’s 
official 
thermometer 
plunged far below the zero mark 
last night; it probably will do 
about the same thing again to­ 
night. 
Ohio came within a few degrees 
of the lowest temperature read­ 
ings in the nation today. 
At 7 a.m. Ray Burkholder look­ 
ed at the thermometer on his 
farm in Putnam County near Pan­ 
dora. Then, before making his of­ 
ficial report as a Weather Bureau 
observer, he sprinted to the rec­ 
ords his famiy has kept for years. 
Sure enough, Burkholder told 
Weather Bureau officials today’s 
r acting of minus-23 is the lowest 
in the records the family has kept 
since the 1890s. The closest thing 
to it he could find, Burkholder 
said, was 22 below zero Jan. 24, 
1915. 
At the pumping station three 
miles northwest of Marion, anoth­ 
er observer, Charles Whysall, got 
a similar surprise a half - hour 
later. His reading too was 23 be­ 
low zero. 
Other lows around the state 
were minus 15 at Cleveland Hop­ 
kins Airport weather station, a 
low for the date and second lowest 
reading this winter in that area; 
14 below at Delaware Dam; 13 
below in Findlay; IO below in Ak­ 
ron; 8 below in Dayton; 7 below 
in Toledo and 6 below in Youngs­ 
town and Zanesville. 
Weathermen say the center of 
this cold air mass should pass 
over- Ohio late in the afternoon, 
but probably too late to prevent 
the mercury from going below 
zero in many parts of the state 
again tonight. 
The core of the arctic air was 
centered in the north central re­ 
gion which has been in the grip 
of a cold wave for several days. 
The mercury plunged to 25 below 
zero in Hibbing, in northern Min­ 
nesota, and dropped to 20 below 
in Traverse City, Mich. 
As the mass of icy air spread 
cast and south cold wave warn­ 
ings were issued for northern sec­ 
tions of Illinois and Indiana, Ar­ 
kansas, 
Tennessee 
and 
the 
northern half of Mississippi. It 
was near zero in Chicago and 6 
below in northwest suburbs. Zero 
cold also hit the Detroit area and 
it was -8 in Minneapolis. In up­ 
state New York, 
snow-covered 
Watertown reported -IO. 
Influenza and respiratory ail­ 
ments continue to take a heavy 
ton. The U.S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice’s Comunicable Disease Cen­ 
ter at Atlanta said Asian flu ha# 
been confirmed now in 16 states 
and the District of Columbia.

Rigid 35-Hour 
Week Opposed 
By Reuther 


MIAMI BEACH, 
Fla. 
(AP)— 
Walter Reuther said today he 
favors a flexible work week shift­ 
ed according to changes in eco­ 
nomic winds rather than the rigid 
35-hour week advocated by most 
other AFL-CIO leaders. 
Reuther, head of the Auto Work­ 
ers Union, said in an interview 
that he was not opposed to a 
straight slash in the present 40- 
hour week as called for by fellow 
federation leaders. 
“I just happen to prefer the 
flexible week idea ' he said. 
Reuther said a 35-hour week 
could badly hurt some industries 
and actually cause increased un­ 
employment. Instead, he proposed 
a formula that would reduce the 
standard work week automatically 
and progressively as unemploy­ 
ment reached prescribed levels. 
“The details are not important,’* 
he said. “It’s a concept of a full 
employment week.” 
There would be a payroll tax 
to accumulate a national fund if 
the work week should fall to, say, 
a 37-hour week. Payments from 
the fund would provide 40-hour 
regular pay to employes working 
the temporary 37-hour week. 
They would get additional over­ 
time for work after 37 hours. 
If there was practically full em­ 
ployment— 
as Reuther suggest­ 
ed an idle rate of no more than 
2 to 2.5 per cent (it is now 5.8 
per cent)—workers would stay on 
a regular 40-hour week.

wear?

“You have only to look down 
the ball to see they’re not all the 
same size,” Steed says. 
His remedy would be to provide 
the Capitol Hill girls with a choice 
of chair sizes 
Steed, chairman of the Legisla­ 
tive Appropriations subcommittee, 
is a sort of housekeeper for Con­ 
gress. His subcommittee must ap­ 
prove whatever Congress spends 
itself for curtains, watercoolers, 
garages, office help, furniture and 
what-bave-you.

“I think ifs a good idea,” Cal 
ver said. “After all, anything you 
can do to get more work out of a 
stenographer is all to the good.” 
More seriously, he said, “You 
can’t take a woman who weighs 
200 pounds and Lave her comforta­ 
ble on the same chair a 90-pound 
stenographer sits in.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Within 
one month—pretty fast for a re­ 
treat—President Kennedy not only 
has shifted ground on his plan to 
cut and reform taxes but becam e 
willing to abandon part of it—the 
reform ” part. 
In his tax-plan message to Con­ 
gress Jan. 24 Kennedy emphasized 
this point throughout: Lower tax­ 
es would stimulate the economy 
by giving consumers more money 
to spend and business more to in­ 
vest. 
Never once in that long m essage 
did he suggest he feared another 
recession unless the economy got 
shot-in-the-arm. But as criticism 
of his plan piled up he suddenly 
gave a gloomier reason for a tax 
reduction. 
At his 
news 
conference 
last 
week he threw in this new ele­ 
m ent: fear of recession unless the 
economy got the stimulant he pro­ 
posed. He said: “What I am most 
concerned about is the prospect of 
another recession.’* 
Some (rf the steam m ust have 
been taken out of him by the way 
opposition 
to 
his 
plan—various 
parts of it—mounted since Jan. 24. 
Last fan the AFL-CIO, the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce, and the 
National Association of Manufac 
hirers—an unusual group of run­ 
ning-rn ates under any conditions 
— aU cam e out in favor of tax 
reduction. 
But when they got a look this 
year a t what Kennedy had in 
mind 
the 
two business 
groups 
parted company with the AFL-CIO 
and all three parted company with 
the President. 
They 
weren’t 
the 
only 
ones 
complaining. Some college profes­ 
sors, professional economists, bus 
mess 
organizations 
and 
e v e n 
groups of retired people found 
fault with different parts of the 
program and for different reasons 
Worse than that perhaps—for 
Kennedy—the reaction of his own 
leaders in Congress could hardly 
be 
called 
enthusiastic 
although 
they loyialy said they’d do their 
best. 
To m ake t h i n g s still worse, 
Kennedy 
backed 
a 
m aneuver 
which was intended to grease the 
way for his plan in Congress only 
to see it collapse in complete de­ 
feat. This is what happened there. 
Sen. H arry Byrd, D-Va., who 
takes a dim view of any tax cuts 
unless government spending is cut 
—<and 
Kennedy 
wasn’t 
cutting 


spending this year—is chairm an 
of the conservative Finance Com­ 
m ittee 
which 
will 
handle 
the 
m easure. 
Kennedy 
and 
his 
advisers 
thought, if they could just get the 
com mittee enlarged to m ake room 
for two Democrats favorable to 
him, they could overcome any 
bottlenecks. It was a feeble effort 
and they didn’t make it. 
This is what Kennedy proposed 
in January: 
Over a three-year period cut 
taxes for individuals and business

a total of $13.6 billion and then, 
by making a number of changes 
in the law — Kennedy calls such 
changes 
“ reform s”—the 
govern­ 
m ent would collect $3.4 billion it 
isn’t collecting now. 
Thus the total loss in revenue 
through the tax reductions would 
be $10.3 billion spread over three 
years. Kennedy figured the gov­ 
ernm ent would more than make 
up for 
that through 
increased 
spending and the creating of more 
jobs. 
But the NAM and the Chamber 


of Commerce protested Kennedy’s 
plan would give consumers too 
much of a break and business not 
enough. The AFL-CIO took a far 
different view. 
It argued Kennedy’s medicine 
wasn’t strong enough. It wants the 
$10-billion cut he planned for three 
years condensed into one big $10- 
billion cut in one year. 
It might be argued that Ken­ 
nedy, knowing how much opposi­ 
tion he would face on his tax plan, 
decided for political reasons to 
lump cuts and “ reform s” together 
so that if the going got too tough 
he could compromise by insisting 


on the cut while yielding on the 
reform s. 
But it doesn’t look like that. He 
expressed willingness Monday — 


far too early for a showdown or 
need 
of 
compromise—to 
forget 
about the reform part of his plan. 
This seems a more likey ex­ 


planation: that the combined plan 
wasn’t well thought out by him 
and his advisers and be U now 
painfully beginning to realize it.

Less Noise, Please 


Misled by the din of U. S. cities, many 
foreign observers have assumed that all 
Americans love noise. But it appears that 
some are not happy about the racket 
around them. The Federal Housing Ad­ 
in lustration has been receiving complaints 
from tenants in FHA-m o r t g a g e d mul­ 
ti-family apartments. 
Accordingly, it has hired a consulting 
f 'rn to develop a noise control standard 
that all future mortgage applicants would 
have to meet. Thereby it is hoped to min­ 
imize annoyance from snoring, plumbing 
and arguments next door, also footfalls 
and dropped toys, pans and shoes up­ 
stairs. 
Not all the noise is the result of flimsy 
building construction. As the consulting 


engineers observe, refrigerators, air con­ 
ditioners, fans, dishwashers, lawn mow­ 
ers and many other objects of domestic 
utility are noisier than they need to be. 
But manufacturers do not think buyers 
would pay for built-in silence. 
Some basis exists for this assumption. 
The 
pocket transistor radio 
in public 
places; the blaring television, the car 
horns honking needlessly and of course 
that oft-indicted disturber of the peace, 
the clanging garbage can in early morn­ 
ing, offer evidence that many people aren’t 
overly disturbed by noise, especially by 
the noise they make themselves. 
Still, the complaints to FHA are encour­ 
aging and so is the fact that FHA is taking 
them seriously.

Why Aid Cuba? 


The UN Special Fund has decided to 
proceed with an “ agricultural assistance" 
program in Cuba. The U. S. provides 40 
per cent of the money for the fund. 
The Castro regime has proved itself to 
be an outlaw among peace-loving nations. 
The 20 other American states joined in the 
OAS are unanimously agreed the subver­ 
sion encouraged and exported by Commun­ 
ist Cuba constitutes a threat to hemispher­ 
ic peace. 
Less than a month ago Fidel Castro was 
urging revolutionary leaders throughout 
Latin America “to hurl their masses into 
combat.” This hardly squares with the UN 


Charter's conception of a “ peace - loving 
state.” Nor does harboring a Soviet arsen­ 
al capable of firing nuclear missiles 
against Cuba’s neighbors. Nor bartering 
human lives. Nor hijacking planes and 
ships. 
Administrator Paul Hoffman contends 
that the fund cannot apply an “ ideologic­ 
al” yardstick to its projects. But it cer­ 
tainly shouldn’t encourage, no matter how 
indirectly, a regime guilty of such crimin­ 
al acts and which will be a threat to the 
whole hemisphere as long as it is permitt­ 
ed to exist. 


Helping Enemies To Live 


There is an old saying that hard 
cases

Und­ 
er the close supervision of the 
now famous cardiologist Dr. Abra­ 
ham Jezer, v i c t i m s of heart 
attacks were put to work in regu­ 
lar factory 
jobs 
under routine 
working conditions. 
By doing this, 
cardiacs,

often reported to work with great 
fears, were exposed to all the us­ 
ual stresses of a working routine, 
except that 
they were gradually 
eased into their jobs. They were 
assured of instant medical attent­ 
ion by nurses on duty. They were 
given thorough examinations per­ 
iodically.

have “ graduated” from Altro in­ 
to the workaday world. None has 
ever died on the job.

NEW YORK (AP)— The tax cut 
proposal’s failure to arouse the 
expected public enthusiasm is re­ 
ported by various pulse takers. A 
tax cut is supposed to be the most 
popular of political acts. Public 
reaction this time has brought 
forth many explanations. 
One is that inking tax cuts and 
federal 
deficits 
to 
economic 
growth rates has made the whole 
thing too academic for most peo­ 
ple to grasp. But President Ken­ 
nedy says his proposal is far from 
academic. 
He tells a symposium sponsored 
by the American Bankers Asso­ 
ciation that “ pushing our economy 
to grow at the rate of 4 per cent 
instead of 3 per cent” would work 
out over the next IO years to an 
increase of “ $5,000 more in income 
for every family.”
